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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4-8, 19, 21 and 23-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

An ultrasound neurostimulator and methods of providing treatment comprising a 

diode in electrical communication with a pair of electrodes and piezoelectric material as 

claimed are not taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
